The plaintiff in the case was Frank 
Peters, and he with his wife and son 
Elmer and Mrs. Barton were sworn 
for the 
state. 
H. D. Cope, of Neg- 
ley , appeared in behalf of defendant, 
while Hollis E. Grosshans represented 
the state. 
From the testimony of the prosecu ­ 
tion it wou ld appear that on the 7th 
of September Mrs. Barton, a sister of 
Peters, had giv en Scott, wbo carries 
the mail between this city and Achor 
postoffice, $2 to be deliv ered to Mrs. 
Peters, who resides 
somewhere on 
the rou te of Scott. Mrs. Peters nev ­ 
er got the 
money and accordingly 
Frank Peters entered su it for embe*- 
zlement against the mail carrier. At­ 
torney for defendant attempted 
to 
show that the money had been giv en 
to y ou ng Elmer Peters, who resides 
with hi.s mother near the postoffice 
at Achortown, and when the prose­ 
cu tion rested made a motion that the 
case be dismissed on the grou nds that 
there was no ev idence to conv ict 
Defendant had no witnesses, 
bu t 
after a consu ltation decided to allow 
Scott to testify in his 
own 
behalf, 
v /hich is not cu stomary , inasmu ch as 
the statu tes prov ide that, while a wit­ 
ness is not bou nd to criminate him­ 
self, be places himself in a position 
to be 
q u estioned and certain 
facts 
brou ght ou t which wou ld be a detri­ 
ment to his side of the case. 
When. Scott was tu rned ov er to the 
state’s attorney for cross-ex amination 
it was not long before a hitch 
oc­ 
cu rred. 
A q u estion was 
asked de­ 
fendant with reference to some state­ 
ment made by him to Peters 
after 
the crime was alleged to hav e been 
committed, to which Cope objected on 
the grou nds stated abov e—claiming 
that if answered it wou ld hav e a ten­ 
dency to criminate him. 
The cou rt su stained the objection, 
holding that if the attorney for the 
state 
wanted to prov e any thing by 
the q u estion asked he shou ld 
hav e 
showed it by the testimony of his own 
witnesses. 
A delay of some 30 minu tes was 
here occasioned by Attorney Oross- 
li&iis In attempting to show the cou rt 
that when the defendant did consent 
to go on the 
stand, which was not 
cu stomary , he was bou nd to answer 
any q u estion pu t to him. The cou rt 
was firm, howev er, and after a few 
more q u eries which will 
materially 
affect the case If it ev er comes before 
the grand ju ry , Attorney Grosshans 
discharged the witness.

Lu cas acknowledged that 
he was u nder the influ ence of liq u or, 
bu t said there were people with him 
who did more ex pectorating than he 
did. 
He thou ght they shou ld

The earliest mark of any kind that| 
bas yet been discovered on American 
pottery of porcelain occurs on a small 
cream ware fruit dish or openwork 
basket, with relief rosettes and paint­ 
ed blue decorations beneath the glaze, 
which was made at the china factory 
of Bonnin & Morris, in Southwark, 
Philadelphia, about the year 1770. It; 
is simply a capital letter P, penciled; 
or painted in dark blue color under the 
glaze. 
It is not known whether this 
character was intended to indicate 
Philadelphia, the place 
of manufac­ 
ture, or was the intitial of the name 
of the painter of the 
floral 
device 
which ornaments the interior of the 
dish. It is probable that it was a fac­ 
tory mark, employed by the proprie­ 
tors to distinguish their ware 
from 
similar designs of that period, which 
were being introduced at Bow and 
Worcester, England. 
The old German potters of Eastern 
Pennsylvania, who made slip-decorated 
and sgraffito earthenware from 1750 to 
1850, used but few marks. 
Some of 
their more recent wares are stamped 
with a circular mark containing relief 
figures, which indicate the size or 
shape of the vessel. 
At the Smith pottery, in Bucks 
county, Pa., prices 
were 
freqently 
marked, from about 1767 to the begin­ 
ning of the 
present century, with 
the date of manufacture and the name 
of the maker. One of these marks 
occurs on a black 
pottery 
barrel­ 
shaped vessel of large size. It was 
scratched in the clay before it was 
burned. 
Other Pennsylvania German potters 
used similar marks. 
Henry 
Roude- 
buth made ornamental pie plates in 
Montgomery county, Pa., on which his 
name is frequently found. Examples 
that are known bear dates ranging 
from 1811 to 1816. 
Samuel Troxel, of the same county, 
also made sgraffito earthenware of a 
highly decorative character, which us­ 
ually bore his name and the date 1828 
or 1829. 
Jacob Scholl, of Tyler’s Port, Mont­ 
gomery county, 
Pa., 
produced 
the 
same class of ware about 1830. He 
occasionally used the mark of a con­ 
ventionalized fuchsia, a favorite flow­ 
er with Pennsylvania Germans. This 
was impressed in the wet clay with 
an engraved or modeled stamp. Sev­ 
eral pictures bearing this device have 
come to light, the impression being 
about an inch and a half in size. 
Hard porcelain was produced by 
William Ellis Tucker 
and 
Thomas 
Hulme in Philadelphia during the year 
1828. 
The ware was of a superior 
quality and the overglaze decorations 
were painted in colors by hand. Many 
of the designs were exceedingly artis­ 
tic. 
The mark, penciled* in red, con­ 
sisted of the firm name and the date 
of production. Two varieties of this 
mark, which was used only during the 
year named, are known. 
In 1832 Judge Joseph Hemphill en­ 
tered into partnership with Mr. Tuck­ 
er, who died in the same year. Judge 
Hemphill continued the manufacture 
until about 1836. His mark, occasion­ 
ally found, was similar to the preced­ 
ing. 
Private marks of workmen are oft­ 
en found on Tucker and Hemphill por­ 
celain. A capital W, either in script 
or straight lines, was used, to a con­ 
siderable extent, by Andrew 
Craig 
Walker, one of the foremost molders 
of the 
factory. 
It occurs on many 
of the best pieces. 
Joseph Morgan, 
another 
molder, 
used a small written rn, and occasion­ 
ally a capital M. 
Charles Frederick, also 3 molder, 
connected 
with 
the same works, 
scratched his initial in the paste, a 
capital F, In script 
One Vivian, a Frenchman, marked 
his work with a capital V. 
Other Initials of workmen occur on 
J 


the Tucker and Hemphill ware, but 
it is difficult at this late day to iden­ 
tify them. 
The Jersey City Pottery Co. 
was 
operated by D. & J. Henderson about 
1829, and the mark used by them was 
a circle enclosing their 
finn name 
and “Jersey City.” This was impress­ 
ed on brown glazed ware, such 
as 
toby jugs and hunting pitchers. 
David 
Henderson 
organized 
the 
American Pottery Manufacturing com­ 
pany in 1833. Several marks were in 
use at this time and during the next 
seven or eight years. 
About 1840 
the English method of transfer print­ 
ing was introduced for the first time 
in America. The flag mark, bearing 
the title of the company, was printed 
under the glaze in black, on a yellow 
ware Harrison pitcher. 
About the same time a large illipti- 
cal mark, over two inches in width, 
was printed beneath the glaze in light 
blue, on a printed pattern, known as 
the Canova design, which was copied 
from one produced by John Ridgway, 
of Hanley, England. 
The name of the corporation was 
changed to the American Pottery Co. 
about 1840. Several different marks 
of this period are known. One is the 
name arranged in straight lines and 
impressed by means of type. 
This 
mark is used on yellow ware for use­ 
ful purposes in 1842. 
From 1840 to 1845 another impress­ 
ed mark, consisting of the 
words 
“American Pottery Co.,” arranged in a 
circle, and “Jersey City” in a straight 
line below, was in use.

The earliest mark of any kind that j 
has yet been discovered on American 
pottery of porcelain occurs on a small 
cream ware fruit dish or openwork 
basket, with relief rosettes and paint­ 
ed blue decorations beneath the glaze, 
which was made at the china factory 
of Bonnin & Morris, 
In 
8outhwark, 
Philadelphia, about the year 1770. 
It 
is simply a capital letter P, penciled; 
or painted in dark blue color under the 
glaze. 
It is not known whether this 
character was intended 
to 
indicate 
Philadelphia, the place 
of manufac­ 
ture, or was the intitlal of the name 
of the painter of the 
floral 
device 
which ornaments the Interior of the 
dish. It is probable that it was a fac­ 
tory mark, employed by the proprie­ 
tors to distinguish their ware 
from 
similar designs of that period, which 
were being 
introduced at Bow 
and 
Worcester, England. 
The old German potters of Eastern 
Pennsylvania, who made slip-decorated 
and sgraffito earthenware from 1750 to 
1850, used but few marks. 
Some of 
their more recent wares are stamped 
with a circular mark containing relief 
figures, w'hich indicate 
the size 
or 
shape of the vessel. 
At the Smith 
pottery, 
in 
Bucks 
county, Pa., prices 
were 
freqently 
marked, from about 1767 to the begin­ 
ning of the 
present century, with 
the date of manufacture and the name 
of the 
maker. 
One of these marks 
occurs on a black 
pottery 
barrel­ 
shaped vessel of large size. 
It 
was 
scratched in the clay before it was 
burned. 
Other Pennsylvania German potters 
used similar marks. 
Henry 
Roude- 
buth made ornamental pie plates 
in 
Montgomery county, Pa., on which his 
name is frequently found. 
Examples 
that are known bear dates ranging 
from 1811 to 1816. 
Samuel Troxel, of the same county, 
also made sgraffito earthenware of a 
highly decorative character, which us­ 
ually bore his name and the date 1828 
or 1829. 
Jacob Scholl, of Tyler’s Port, Mont­ 
gomery county, 
Pa., 
produced 
the 
same class of ware 
about 1830. 
He 
occasionally used the mark of a con­ 
ventionalized fuchsia, a favorite flow­ 
er with Pennsylvania Germans. 
This 
was impressed in the wet clay with 
an engraved or modeled stamp. 
Sev­ 
eral pictures bearing this device have 
come to light, the impression being 
about an inch and a half in size. 
Hard porcelain was produced by 
William Ellis Tucker 
and 
Thomas 
Hiilme in Philadelphia during the year 
1828. 
The ware 
was of a superior 
quality and the overglaze decorations 
were painted in colors by hand. Many 
of the designs were exceedingly artis­ 
tic. 
The mark, penciled' in red, con­ 
sisted of the firm name and the date 
of production. Two varieties of this 
mark, which was used only during the 
year named, are known. 
In 1832 Judge Joseph Hemphill en­ 
tered into partnership with Mr. Tuck­ 
er, who died in the same year. Judge 
Hemphill continued the manufacture 
until about 1836. His mark, occasion­ 
ally found, was similar to the preced­ 
ing.

Private m arks of workmen are oft­ 
en found on Tucker and Hemphill por­ 
celain. 
A capital W, either in script 
or straight lines, wTas used, to a con­ 
siderable extent, by Andrew 
Craig 
W alker, one of the foremost molders 
of the 
factory. 
It occurs on many 
of the hest pieces. 
Joseph Morgan, 
another 
molder, 
used a small written rn, and occasion­ 
ally a capital M. 
Charles Frederick, also a 
molder, 
connected 
wdth 
the 
same 
works, 
scratched his initial in 
capital F, in scrip t

the Tucker and Hemphill ware, but 
it is difficult at this late day to iden­ 
tify them. 
The Jersey City Pottery Co. 
was 
operated by D. & J. Henderson about 
1829, and the mark used by them was 
a circle enclosing their 
firm name 
and "Jersey City.” This was impress­ 
ed on brown glazed ware, such 
as 
toby jugs and hunting pitchers. 
David 
Henderson 
organized 
the 
American Pottery Manufacturing com­ 
pany in 1833. Several marks were in 
use at this time and during the next 
seven or eight 
years. 
About 
1840 
the English method of transfer print­ 
ing was introduced for the first time 
in America. 
The flag mark, bearing 
the title of the company, was printed 
under the glaze in black, on a yellow 
ware Harrison pitcher. 
About the same time a large illipti- 
cal mark, over two inches in width, 
was printed beneath the glaze in light 
blue, on a printed pattern, known as 
the Canova design, which was copied 
from one produced by John Ridgway, 
of Hanley, England. 
The name of the corporation was 
changed to the American Pottery Co. 
about 1840. 
Several different marks 
of this period are known. One is the 
name arranged in straight lines and 
impressed by means of type. 
This 
mark is used on yellow w'are for use­ 
ful purposes in 1842. 
From 1840 to 1845 another impress­ 
ed mark, consisting of 
the 
words 
"American Pottery Co.,” arranged in a 
circle, and “Jersey City” in a straight 
line below, was in use. 
The Norton Pottery was established 
at Bennington, Vt., in 1793. At a later 
date (about 1839) Christopher Weber 
Fenton became a member of the firm. 
They made stoneware 
and 
brown 
glazed pottery. A large brown water 
pitcher, bearing the Norton & Fenton J 
mark, impressed, is decorated wdth re­ 
lief designs of roses and scroll work. J 
The mark is tw’o and a quarter inches 
in diameter. 
A mark, consisting of a raised panel J 
in wrhich are impressed the words, I 
“Fenton’s Works, 
Bennington, 
Ver-; 
raont,” was used on pieces of Parian 1 
w'are produced about 1845, 
the 
first 
Parian to be 
made in the United 
States. 
Mr. Fenton, at this period, 
appears to have been 
in 
business 
alone. 
The firm of Lyman, Fenton & Co. 
whs formed about 1848 or 1849. 
One 
of their 
specialties was the “Patent 
Flint Enameled” ware, a fine grade of 
Rockingham. 
The mark used on this 
ware was a large ellipse, nearly three 
inches in width, enclosing the inscrip­ 
tion “Lyman, Fenton & Co. 
Fenton’s 
Enamel, Patented 1849. Bennington, 
Vt.” Being impressed on the 
ware, 
which is often uncolored on the bot­ 
tom, this mark is frequently undeci­ 
pherable, having been almost, or quite, 
obliterated by the filling in of 
the 
glaze. 
In 1849 new buildings w'ere erected 
and the 
style w'as changed to 
the 
United 
States 
Pottery Co. 
Parian 
ware w'as made in abundance, 
and 
several modelers were employed 
to 
originate ornamental designs.

The Par­ 
ian ware was marked with a raised 
ribbon or scroll bearing in depressed;

ADVANCE IN PRICE OF MEATS. 


Moans an Increase of 35 Par Cent to 
Consumers. 
Chicago, Nov. IO.--A fiat increase of 
I cent a pound was put \ft>on beef, 
pork and mutton by Chicago packers. 
In one year the additional ceut will 
yield to the Chicago packers, basing 
the estimate upon last year’s business, 
the following sums: 
Dressed beef. $15,000,000; dressed 
pork and pork products, $20,000,000; 
mutton, $4,000,000. 
Total addition to 
incomes, $39,000,000. 
Retailers of meat were thrown Into 
a panic by the unexpected 
rise in 
price. Choice cuts of beef to consum­ 
ers have gone up ss much as 5 cents, 
pork tenderloin jumped to the same 
extent, and mutton chops went up 3 
cents. 
The advance by the packers 
is more than IO lier cent on the price 
of meat the day before election. The 
advance by th© retailer to the con­ 
sumer will average 25 per <*ent, for the 
waste in a carcass doubles the Increas­ 
ed cost of the salable portion. 
The packers claim they have Imhmi 
selling dressed meats a t a loss for sev­ 
eral years. 
There has been no cor­ 
responding ad Vance in the price of cat­ 
tle, hogs and sheep. 


KEYNO TE OF TH E LABOR QUESTION. 


Bishop Potter Says It Is Fallaro to Vol­ 
untarily Reward Workmen. 
Washington, Nov. 10.—Bishop Henry 
C. Poter, of New York, testified before 
the industrial commission. 
He said 
he had more confidence In voluntary 
organization to meet evils that grow 
out of the sweat shops system than iii 
legislation. He advocated a permanent 
commission to mediate between capi­ 
talists and labor organizations. 
II© 
was disinclined to favor compulsory 
arbitration. 
He commended 
the disposition of 
workingmen to accept any suggestion 
looking to settlements with employ­ 
ers. 
There was a general 
feeling 
among employes, he said, in favor of 
organization among employes, attrib­ 
utal >le both to a spirit of fairness and 
i pref< renco to deal with a responsi­ 
ble union rather than with individ­ 
uals. 
He co nl rn en cled the organization of 
chamber maids in the west to ascer­ 
tain the solvency and character of em­ 
ployers. 
Labor, he said, is not well 
rewarded voluntarily by anyone. That 
was the keynote of the labor ques­ 
tion.

WILLIAM B. SH ATT UC. 


William B. Shattuc of Madisonville, a suburb of Cincinnati, was born 
In Hector, New York, June l l, 1841, and removed to Ohio 
when l l years 
oi 
tge. He received his education in the 
public schools. 
He served with dis­ 
tinction as a commissioned officer dur­ 
ing the Civil War, in the army of the 
frontier. For 30 years or more he was 
an officer in the railway service, when 
he retired to private life at Madison­ 
ville. 
He was elected as one of the sen­ 
ators from the First senatorial dis­ 
trict, Hamilton county, to the Seventy- 
second general assembly in 1895. In 
1896 he was nominated for congress 
without solicitation or knowledge on 
his part, and elected as a Republican 
from the First district, a part of Ham­ 
ilton county, to the Fifty-fifth con­ 
gress, and was unanimously renom­ 
inated to the Fifty-sixth in 1898, and 
again elected.

He was 
teacher and superintendent of public schools in his native state for several 
years after leaving the military service. 
He was a school examiner in 
Adams county, and the Republican candidate for clerk of the court in I SSO, 
hut failed of election. 
He organized the Winchester bank, and became its manager and cashier 
in 1884, and is still engaged in business at Winchester. 
He was appointe 1 
a trustee of the Ohio university at Athens by Governor McKinley, and was 
a delegate to the Republican 
national convention at Minneapolis in 1892. 
He was elected 
to the Fifty-fourth congress 
in 1894, as a Republic rn. 
from the Tenth district, composed of Adams, Gallia, Jackson, Lawrence, Pike 
and Scioto counties, and was elected from the same district to the Fifty- 
fifth in 1896. 
JOHN L. BRENNER. 


John L. Brenner of Dayton was born in Wayne township, Montgomery 
county, Ohio, in 1832, and was educated in the common schools. 
He worked 
on his father’s farm in the summer 
and attended school in the winter. His 
education was finished in the Spring­ 
field (Ohio) academy. 
He pursued the 
occupation of agriculture until 1862, 
when he engaged in the nursery busi­ 
ness and was eminently successful. In 
1874 he engaged in the leaf-tobacco 
business, in which he is still success­ 
fully engaged, his home being in Day­ 
ton. 
During his entire public and 
private career in Dayton he has com­ 
manded the nighest respect of the en­ 
tire community, as well as his em ­ 
ployes. 
In congress he has never made any 
pretense of oratory upon the floor, but 
has always been noted for the careful 
and co n ten tio u s study of all import­ 
ant questions before the house, and h*s 
votes have uniformly been the result 
of deliberate judgment. 
He was elected to the Fifty-fifth con­ 
gress as a Democrat in 1896, from Mont­ 
gomery, Preble and Butler counties, 
knd was re-elected from the same district in 1898 to the Fifty-sixth. 
I he 
district is evenly divided between the two parties, and Mr. Brenner's plurality 
it each election varied but little from IOO votes. 


GEORGE A. MARSHALL. 
George A. Marshall of Sidney was born in Shelby county, Ohio, Sept. 
16# 1851; educated in the public schools of Shelby county, and later at th' 
Ohio Wesleyan university, Delaware, Ohio; was an attorney at law; served 
ilfcht years as prosecuting attorney of Shelby county, being elected in I STS 
1880 and again in 1883; was elected to the Fifty-fifth congress in 1896, as 
I Democrat, from the Fourth district, composed of Shelby, Allen, Auglaize, 
Darke and Mercer counties. He served one term, and died April 15, 1899.

HUNDREDS OF PEOPLE HOMELESS. 


1X40*1 Sand Telegram Advising Roose­ 
velt to Hold Van Wyck Letter 
Until After Election. 


New York, Nov. IO.—In connection 
with the answer of Mayor Van Wyck 
to tile charges against him, filed with 
Governor Roosevelt, regarding his al­ 
leged improper connection with the 
American lee company, 
the 
World 
printed a telegram purporting to have 
been sent by B. B. Odell, chairman of 
the Republican state committee, and 
nominee of the Republican mate con­ 
vention for 
governor, 
to 
Governor 
Roosevelt, at Cripple 
Creek, 
under 
date of Sept 20, as follows: 
“Wire Attorney General Davies to 
be sure not to give out to the report­ 
ers the Van Wyck answer at this time. 
It must be held until after the elec­ 
tion is over. 
This would imperil our 
chances and 
gelt us into a useless 
wrangle. 
I have also wired Davies.” 
In the letter of Attorney 
General 
Davies to Governor Roosevelt dated 
Oct. 4, communicating the answer of 
Mayor Van Wyck, the attorney gen­ 
eral says: 
“The mayor by his answer admits 
that during his incumbency of the of­ 
fice he has been the owner of shares 
of stock in the American Ice com­ 
pany. 
He also admits that during 
the period in which he was the owner 
of such stock the American Ice com­ 
pany had contracts with the city for 
the sale of Ice to various departments 
of the city, and for the leasing of 
docks belonging to the city. 
In my 
opinion, the owner of stock in tho 
corporation is interested 
within the 
meaning of that word as employed in 
section 1.533 of the Greater New York 
charter In a contract lietween the cor­ 
poration and the city.” 
Further along he said in part: 
“I believe 4 hat before a commission­ 
er is appointed or any further pro­ 
ceedings taken in this 
matter, you 
should require the petitioners to place 
you In possession of evidence which, 
standing alone and undisputed, would 
Justify the removal of the mayor. 
“In my judgment, the mayor’s an­ 
swer should not be made public 
at 
this time. 
“You are powerless to act In this 
matter during your absence from this 
Wtate. 
You cannot appoint a commis­ 
sioner until you reach this state, and 
I am informed that Mr. Woodruff will 
decline to take the responsibility of 
appointing one.” 
A reporter called on Governor Roose­ 
velt at his home in Oyster Bay, 
and 
asked him as to the genuineness of 
the telegram given above. 
The gov­ 
ernor declined to make any statement 
beyond calling attention to the fact 
that about 10 days before the election 
he had said to newspaper reporters 
that there was no possible objection 
to Mayor Van Wyck giving out his an­ 
swer. but as far as he was concerned 
the usual custom would be followed, 
and the answer, together with any 
communication from the attorney gen­ 
eral, would lie made public at tile 
same time the decision was given out. 
B. B. Odell denied he sent such a 
telegram, and as evidence said he al­ 
w ays signed his telegrams B. B. Odell.

years after leaving the military service. He was a school examiner in 
Adams county, and the Republican candidate for clerk of the court in 188u, 
hut failed of election. 
He organized the Winchester bank, and became its manager and cashier 
in 1884, and is still engaged In business at Winchester.

a trustee of the Ohio university at Athens by Governor McKinley, and was 
a delegate to the Republican national convention at Minneapolis in 1892. 
He was elected to the Fifty-fourth congress in 1894, as a Republic in 
from the Tenth district, composed of Adams, Gallia, Jackson, Lawrence. Pl ice 
and Scioto counties, and was elected from the same district to the Fifty- 
fifth in 1896.

John L. Brenner of Dayton was born in Wayne township, Montgomery 
county, Ohio, in 1832, and was educated in the common schools. He worked 
on his father’s farm in the summer 
and attended school in the winter. His 
education was finished in the Spring­ 
field (Ohio) academy. He pursued the 
occupation of agriculture until 186 
when he engaged in the nursery busi­ 
ness and was eminently successful. In 
1874 he engaged in the leaf-tobacco 
business, in which he is still success­ 
fully engaged, his home being In Day­ 
ton. 
During his entire public and 
private career in Dayton he has com­ 
manded the highest respect of the en­ 
tire community, as well as his em­ 
ployes. 
In congress he has never made any 
pretense of oratory upon the floor, but 
has always been noted for the careful 
and contentious study of all import­ 
ant questions before the house, and b’s 
votes have uniformly been the result 
of deliberate judgment. 
He was elected to the Fifty-fifth con­ 
gress as aDemocrat in 1896,from Mont­

at each election varied but little from IOO votes.

D ldut Send Telegram Advising Roose­ 
velt to Hold Van Wyck Letter 
Until After Election. 


New York, Nov. IO.—In connection 
with the answer of Mayor Van Wyck 
to tile charges against him, filed with 
Governor Rouse vein, regarding his al­ 
leged improper connection with the 
American Ice company, 
the 
World 
printed a telegram purporting to have 
been sent by B. B. Odell, chairman of 
tile Republican state committee, and 
nominee of the Republican alate con­ 
vention for 
governor, 
to 
Governor 
Roosevelt, at Cripple 
Creek, 
under 
date of Sept. 20, as follows; 
“Wire Attorney General Davies to 
be sure not to give out to the report­ 
ers the Van Wyck answer at this time. 
It must be held until after the elec­ 
tion is over. 
This would Imperil our 
chances aud 
gelt us into a useless 
wrangle. 
I have also wired Davies.” 
In the letter of Attorney General 
Davies to Governor Roosevelt, dated 
Oct. 4, communicating the answer of 
Mayor Van Wyck, the attorney gen­ 
eral says: 
“The mayor by his answer admits 
that during his incumbency of the of­ 
fice he has been the owner of shares 
of stock in the American Ice com­ 
pany. 
He also admits that during 
the period in Avhich he was the owner 
of such stock the American Ice com­ 
pany had contracts with the city for 
the sale of Ice to various departments 
of the city, and for the leasing of 
docks belonging to the city. 
In my 
opinion, the owner of stock in the 
corporation is interested 
within the 
meaning of that word as employed in 
section 1,633 of the Greater New York 
charter in a contract lie tween the cor­ 
poration and the city.” 
Further along he said In part: 
“I believe 4 hat before a commission­ 
er is appointed or any further pro­ 
ceedings taken in this 
matter, you 
should require the petitioners to place 
yon in possession of evidence which, 
standing alone and undisputed, would 
Justify the removal of the mayor. 
“In my judgment, the mayor’s an­ 
swer should not be made public 
at 
this time. 
“You are powerless to aet In this 
matter during your absence from this 
fltate. 
You cannot appoint a commis­ 
sioner until you reach this state, and 
I am Informed that Mr. Woodruff will 
decline to take the responsibility of 
appointing one.” 
A reporter called on Governor Roose­ 
velt at his home In Oyster Ray. 
and 
asked him as to the genuineness of 
the telegram given above. 
The gov­ 
ernor declined to make any statement 
beyond calling attention to the fact 
that about 10 days before the election 
he had said to newspaper reporters 
that there was no possible objection 
to Mayor Vnn Wyck giving out his an­ 
swer, but as far as he was concerned 
the usual custom would be followed, 
and the answer, together with any 
communication from the attorney gen­ 
eral, would be made public at the 
same time the decision was given out.

eral pictures bearing this device have 
come to light, the impression being 
about an inch and a half in size. 
Hard porcelain was produced by

quality and the overglaze decorations 
were painted In colors by hand. Many 
of the designs wore exceedingly artis­ 
tic.

The flag mark, bearing 
the title of the company, was printed 
under the glaze in black, on a yellow 
w'are Harrison pitcher. 
About the same time a large illipti- 
cal mark, over two inches in width, 
wTas printed beneath the glaze in light 
blue, on a printed pattern, known as 
the Canova design, which was copied 
from one produced by John Ridgway, 
of Hanley, England. 
The name of the corporation was 
changed to the American Pottery Co. 
about 1840. 
Several different marks 
of this period are known. One is the 
name arranged in straight lines and 
impressed by means of type.

William B. Shattuc of Madisonville, a suburb of Cincinnati, was born 
In Hector. New i (irk. June ll, 1841, and removed to Ohio when ll years OI 
age. He received his education in the 
public schools. He served with dis­ 
tinction as a commissioned officer dur­ 
ing the Civil War, in the army of the 
frontier. For 30 years or more he was 
an officer in the railway service, when 
be retired to private life at Madison­ 
ville. 
He was elected as one of the sen­ 
ators from the First senatorial dis­ 
trict, Hamilton county, to the Seventy- 
second general assembly in 1895. In 
1896 he was nominated for congress 
without solicitation or knowledge on 
bls part, and elected as a Republican 
from the First district, a part of Ham­ 
ilton county, to the Fifty-fifth con­ 
gress, and was unanimously renom­ 
inated to the Fifty-sixth in 1898, and 
again elected. 
During his career as a railroad 
man he was distinguished for his practical judgment in the solution of any 
problem that presented itself. 


LUCIEN J. FENTON, 


Luclen J. Fenton of W inchester was born near Winchester, Adams 
county, Ohio, May 7, 18$4. 
He received his education in the common schools 
at the Normal school, Lebanon Ohio, and at the Ohio university, Athens, 
Ohio. During his youth he worked on his father's farm. He enlisted iii the 
NInety'first Ohio volunteer infantry as a private soldier, Aug. ll, 1862, and 
served continuously until Sept. 19, 1864, when he was badly wounded at the 
battle of Winchester, Virginia, and was discharged for disability. 
He was 
teacher and superintendent of public schools in his native state for sever, 
years after leaving the military service. 
He was a school examiner in 
Adams county, and the Republican candidate for clerk of the court in 1880 
but failed of election. 
He organized the W inchester bank, and became its manager and cashier 
in 1884, and is still engaged in business at Winchester. 
He was appoint. 
a trustee of the Ohio university at Athens by Governor McKinley, and 
a delegate to the Republican national convention at Minneapolis in I «f»2. 
He was elected to the Fifty-fourth congress in 1894, as a Republic n 
from the Tenth district, composed of Adams, Gallia, Jackson, Lawrence. Pl!-:* 
and Scioto counties, and was elected from the same district to the Fifty- 
fifth in 1896. 
JOHN L. BRENNER, 


John L. Brenner of Dayton was born in Wayne township. Montgomery 
county, Ohio, in 1832, and was educated in the common schools. 
He workt d 
on his father’s farm in the summer 
and attended school in the winter. His 
education was iinished in the Spring­ 
field (Ohio) academy. He pursued the 
occupation of agriculture until 186 
when he engaged in the nursery busi­ 
ness and was eminently successful. In 
1874 he engaged in the leaf-tobacco 
business, in which he is still success­ 
fully engaged, his home being in Day­ 
ton. 
During his entire public and 
private career in Dayton he has com­ 
manded the highest respect of the en­ 
tire community, as well as his em­ 
ployes. 
In congress he has never made any 
pretense of oratory upon the floor, but 
has always been noted for the careful 
and coneo'er.tious study of all import­ 
ant questions before the house, and b*s 
votes have uniformly been the result 
of deliberate judgment. 
H ewaselected totheFifty-flfth con­ 
gress as a Democrat in 1896, from Mont­ 
gomery, Preble and Butler counties, 
and was re-elected from the same district in 1898 to the Fifty-sixth. 
I He 
district is evenly divided between the two parties, and Mr. Brenner s plurality 
at each election varied but little from IOO votes.

You cannot appoint a commis­ 
sioner until you reach this state, and 
I ani informed flint Mr. Woodruff will 
decline to take the responsibility of 
appointing one.” 
A reporter called on Governor Roose­ 
velt at his home in Oyster Bay,

asked him as to the genuineness of 
the telegram given above. 
The gov­ 
ernor declined to make any statem ent 
beyond calling attention to the fact 
that about 10 days before the election 
he had said to newspaper reporters 
that then* was no possible objection
